POOR APPETITE 
Many patients bear up bravely under any ache but object 


strenuously when they lose their appetites for food. A keen appetite 
backed up by héalthy hunger is one of life's real blessfngs. To one 
with a good appetite even the simplest foods have an indescribably 
pleasing flavor and after eating he leaves the table with a content- 
ment which only comes to those who are really healthy and have 
worked up an appetite by physical activity. How different are the 
actions of one who eats when he has a poor appetite. The smell of 
food is repugnant, eating is a chore, and the food flavors seem flat 
He listlessly picks at his food and finally 


and tasteless to the palate 
dissatisfied 

I do not believe in trying to stimulate the appetite when it is not 
present, poor appetite is one of the first signals that there is a 
clogging up or obstruction in the body. If you have noticed animals 
very much, you will see that they avoid their usual foods at the first 
sickness, and a lack of appetite is a natural indicatjon 
wrong with the body. People have been taught 
for so long that they ist eat to keep up strength that many of them 
are worried and at the first indication of a poor appetite begin to 
look for some magic tonic or appetizer to whet up the jaded taste 
buds. This is a poor policy for the body can live for many days and 
weeks without food, and, if the digestion is impaired, it is folly to 
force oneself to eat more food which will not be properly assimilated 
but is apt to undergo fermentation and putrefaction and cause trouble.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper. 

Announcement is made from Honolulu where, at 
the request of the governor, Pinkerton detectives 
have made an investigation into the Massie assault 
case, that “if any a&%sault was committed on Mrs 
Thomas H. Massie, the persons who committed it are 
not now in the territory.” 

This is taken to mean that the native, Joseph 
Kahahawai, who was killed by Lieut. Massie, aided 
by Massie’s mother-in-law and a couple of naval 
seamen, was innocent of the crime for which he was 
done to death. American columnists and music-hall 
humorists w@ll now have an opportunity to remark 
that “the joke was on Kahahawai.” 


Apart from the doubt expressed in the wording 
of the detectives’ report as to whether any assault 
did take place, the whole episode of the killing 
of this native as related by Mrs. Fortescue in an 
American magazine for the edification of its readers 
and her own emoluments, is one of the most dis- 
gusting episodes in the history of American crime. 
Men, led to believe their honor had been invaded, 
have taken a gun and sought summary vengeance 
before today. It is an innovation to drag one’s wife 
and mother-in-law and one's private army into it. 
To distant observers it looks like secking in advance 
petticoat protection and the protection of the flag. 

“Other startling revelations” are promised when 
the full report is made public. Nothing could be 
much more startling than the intimation given that 
an innocent native was kidnapped, tortured and 
done to death, and the expressed doubt as to 
whether any assault had taken place at all 

Medical science is without definite knowledge 
of the origin and cure of cancer, and treatment by 
radium needles is admittedly painful, expensive 
and uncertain. Therefore the statement of Dr. 
Nikola Tesla before last week's sessions of the 
American Congress of Physical Theerapy that high 
frequency currents “produce local effects interfering 
with the malignant growth, more or less,” is of 
importance both from the eminence of the speaker 
and the urgent need for effective cancer treat- 
ment 

Tesla pointed out that while radium emanations 
and X-ray treatments are always hazardous because 
of the difficulty in confining the treatment to the 
affected region, high frequency currents can do no 
harm, even where they do no good 

Dr. Gustav Kollscher, newly-inducted president 
of the congress, in discussing the progress of treat- 
ing cancer by high frequency electric currents, 
declared “in a great many instances its results sur- 
pass anything that could be accomplished by the use 
of the cold knife.” 

In a joint paper on radiation therapy in certain 
types of cancer peculiar to women, Drs. Harold 
Swanberg and Arthur E. Perley reported success in 
sixty per cent of cases of this type “treated before 
the disease had progressed beyond the point of 
relief.” 

At a time when medicine seems helpless before 
the cancer ravage and surgery is dangerous, expen- 
sive and uncertain, these announcements of success 
in the treatment of cancer by electro therapy de- 
serve wide attention. 


Medical science, for some reason not at all clear, 
is the most conservative of all sciences. It has in- 
herited a vast materia medica and finds it difficujt 
to believe in more effective ways of treating a 
divease in any part of the human body than by 
placing a foreign substance into the stomach 

Hitherto it has set its face against electro 
therapy. Members who have practised electro 
therapy have sometimes found themselves threat- 
ened by the Medical Council with loss of their 
licenses. 

A couple of years ago I investigated a number of 
cases of cancer treated by high frequency currents 
by a Regina M. D., whose license was only restored 
by the courts after it had been declared forfeit 
by the Medical Council. While the practitioner, as 
in the case of Drs. Swanberg and Perley, regards 
the treatment as effective only where it has not 
progressed beyond the point of relief, yet some of 
the cases I investigated where cures had been 
effected, had undoubtedly reached an acute stage. 
In one case the patient was fully restored to health 


: hough previously, after having been “opened up” 


on the operating table of the most famous surgical 
institution in America, he had been pronounced by 
the surgeon in too advanced a stage for operation. 

Progress is slow in organized medicine. Only a 
hundred years ago on this continent one could not 
take a bath without a doctor's prescription. The 
profession held that to bathe the body all over 
brought on rheumatism and consumption. The time 
will come when people will go for examination for 
cancer periodically and take treatment in the inci- 
pient stage, just as sensible folk have a dentist 
examine their teeth every six or twelve months to 
prevent caries. 


A quarter century ago the atomic theory held 
sw The atom wus believed to be the ultimate 
indivisible particle. Now science shows the atom of 
any substance to be a complete system of electrica: 
energy. The difference between one element and 
another is caused by the difference in the number 
of electric negative protons which revolve like 
planets around an electric positive nucleus. Within 
the past three months Oxford and German scien- 
tists have succeeded in changing certain elements 
inte other elements by bombarding the atoms with 
electric energy of tremendous voltage at the same 
time liberating atomic energy of still higher vol- 
tage 

Physicians have accomplished wonderful things 
by studying the effect of different drugs and « 
pounds when placed in the alimentary tract.
